All about ombre 

I love learning new knitting terms. 
My word of the month is “ombre” 
(meaning shaded or graduated in 
tone). I discovered “ombre” while 
leafing through a fashion 
magazine at the hairdresser’s 
recently. The magazine was using 
the term in relation to hair colour. 
I’ll be honest, having the ends of 
my hair dyed a different colour to 
my roots doesn’t 
appeal to me - 
however, knitting 
patterns, like the 
Easy Ombre 
Slouch Hat by 
Paul S Neary (free 
on Ravelry.com) are far 
more interesting! This simple hat 
is knitted in the round and 
features a two tone ombre 
effect created using simple 
stranded colourwork. If you don’t 
fancy ombre colourwork, then 
perhaps consider treating 
yourself to some ombre yarn. 

I’ve got my eye on a ball of 
Schoppel-Wolle Zauberball, 
Creme of Chocolate. Yum! 

Guernsey woollens 

In preparation for one of my early 
podcast episodes, I undertook 
some research on Guernsey’s 
knitting and textiles history. The 
island is best known for its famous 
guernsey jumper. A guernsey is 
made from lOO% wool and has a 



distinctive box shape. The 
garment was - and still is - 
popular amongst fisherman 
because guernseys are warm and 
water-repellant. Guernsey jumper 
patterns were passed down 
through generations and each 
had their own unique twist. 

While undertaking this 
research, I learned that Mary 
Queen of Scots was wearing 
white stockings, knitted in 
Guernsey, on the day she was 
executed. Also, it is (allegedly) 
illegal for men to knit during 
daylight hours in Guernsey! You 
can just see the headlines now: 
“Guernsey Man Arrested for 
Casting On a Toe-Up Sock...” 

Recently I had the pleasure of 
visiting Guernsey 
Woollens, one of the 
island’s guernsey 
manufacturers. A 
guernsey takes 
approximately 80 
hours to knit by hand 
on tiny, double pointed 
needles. The demand for 
Guernsey Woollens’ products is 
very high, so their guernseys are 
machine knitted. The patterns 
remain traditional thankfully, and 
all guernseys are finished by 
hand, making them hardwearing 
and unique.

□ Row 6; si 1, p to last st, kl 

□ Row 7; si 1, k to end 

□ Rows 8-9; rep Rows 6-7 

□ Row 10; as Row 6 

□ Row 11; kl, skpo, k4, k2tog, 
kl. Eight sts 

□ Row 12 and all WS rows; 
as Row 6 

□ Row 13; kl, skpo, k2, k2tog, 
kl. Six sts 

□ Row 15; kl, skpo, k2tog, 
kl.Four sts 

□ Row 17; (k2tog) twice. Two sts 

□ Row 18; p2tog. One st 

□ Fasten off 

To make up 

Place a Small petal on top of a 
Large petal and stitch in place 
around edges. Repeat with all 
petals. Using yarn A, sew a 
running stitch through base of one 
petal, then second, third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth petals. Pull yarn to 
gather bases into a tight circle. 
Overlap edges of petals and secure 
with a few small stitches. Make a 
pompom using yarn B and stitch

Detail 

Embroidery is a great way to add fine details to knitting. 
For simple straight lines, use backstitch. For blocks of 
colour, use Swiss darning: this is a type of embroidery 
that replicates the knitted stitch. If you look at a row of 
stocking stitch, you will see that each stitch resembles a 
‘V’. Thread a tapestry needle with yarn and bring it up 
through the point of the V, then take it behind the two 
prongs of the V and back down into the point, where 
you began. This stitch can also be worked as individual 
stitches and has been used to represent the seeds on 
the strawberry.

WORKING IN THE ROUND 

There are two main ways of joining your work in the round. Once joined, you can work 
in a continuous spiral or secure the end of each round with a slip stitch. Remember to 
use a stitch marker to help you keep track of the beginning of the round 



CHAINS AND SLIP STITCH^ 



If you want a circle with a hole in the 
centre, work a number of chain stitches, 
then work a slip stitch in the first chain to 
make a ring. 




Another method is to make two chain 
stitches, then work into the second chain 
several times to form the first round of 
your ring. 




Work into the centre of the ring on your 
next round, then on all following rounds, 
work into the top of the stitch as normal. 



This leaves a small hole in the centre, 
which can be sewn closed, if you wish. 




INCREASING 

The easiest way of increasing is to work several 
times into the same stitch. This method can be 
used whether you are working in rows or in the 
round, or using any stitch. You will need to do 
this to make the diameter of your circular 
crochet bigger. 



TURN OVER FOR DECREASING 




MAGIC RING 



This is often used for crochet toys as you can close 
the hole completely. 




Step 1: make a loop of yarn with the tail hanging 
downwards and the working yarn overlapping in 
front of the tail. 




Step 2: holding the loop in place, insert the hook 
through the centre of the loop and pull the working 
yarn through the loop. 




Step 3: make Ich, then work into loop as instructed 
in the pattern, making sure you work over the top of 
the tail for the first few stitches. 




Step 4: when the first round is complete, pull the 
tail to close the hole in the centre of the loop, then 
work into the top of the stitches as normal.

DECREASING 



A common method of decreasing is to combine two or more stitches together. 




DC2TOG 

Step 1: insert the hook into the 
next St, yoh and pull the loop 
through the stitch as for a 
normal dc. 




Step 2: instead of completing the 
dc, insert your hook into the next 
stitch in your row or round, yoh 
and pull the loop through the 
stitch, so you have three loops on 
your hook. 




Step 3: yoh, then pull through all 
the loops on the hook. 



For a dc3tog, work Step 2 twice, so 
you have four loops on your hook.

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TENSION HEADACHE 

It's really important to knit tension square 
before you begin a project. Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. Tension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
lOcm X lOcm 
stocking stitch 
4mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22 , plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus five 
more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a lOcm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

AT A LOOSE END? 

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

1. Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

2 . Insert the needle under the loop of 
each stitch, and draw it through. Work it 



up and down the loops of the stitches 
for 8cm. An alternative method is to 
weave through the back of the stitch, 
splitting the strand of yarn as you sew. 
3 « Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 
NOTE: In colourwork, weave the yarn 
tails into the matching colour section. 



SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

■ Choose a yarn with a similar tension 
to the suggested yarn. Match the 
tension given on the ball band of the 
yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




■ Don't forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

■ Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items to 
create the correct dimensions from 
the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined fit 
well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements. 



then leave them to dry. For 
delicate fibres and lace projects, 
you can just spritz the pieces with 
a water spray, rather than 
submerging them fully. 

Steaming: lay a damp cloth over your 
work and gently iron over the top - 
do not iron directly on to your 
knitting. Continue to iron until the 
cloth is dry. Another option is to 
gently hover over your work with the 
iron and apply steam until the knitting 
relaxes, this is good for delicate 
projects and textured stitches.

GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 

It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 



KNIT STITCH 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 




2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 

wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat from step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 




1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle 
purlwise and pull the yarn through, this time leaving 
the stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling it 
taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot from front to back, passing under 
the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 




2 Pull the loop that forms back through the original 
stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left hand 
needle into the new stitch from underneath to transfer 
it from the right hand to the left hand needle. There 
should now be two stitches on the left hand needle. 




Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
make a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 




I Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a 
tapestry needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges 
together, then bring the needle through the two pieces 
icm from back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn emerged from the previous 
stitch. Return it to the front of the work, approx icm 
ahead of the stitch just made. Repeat this until the 
whole join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 




I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 

and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




I With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. T ug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

Can you tell us a little more about the story behind 
Knitting by Post? 

Like most people, my knitting skills were passed down through my 
family. I started making toy patterns in 2013 just for fun; as an 
experiment, I tried to sell a few and they proved really popular. It 
took a few months to get my website set-up, but since then I 
haven t looked back. 

What can customers expect from Knitting by Post? 

I make my patterns as simple and easy to understand as possible 
with no complicated language. All of them are designed using DK 
or chunky yarns, so most customers will have something suitable in 
their stash or can get hold of the yarn inexpensively at your local 
high street. All my patterns are unique and varied and the range is 
expanding all the time - there are at least three new patterns every 
month! 

Your toy patterns are both cute and unique - what do you look 
for when developing and choosing new characters? 

More than anything, I enjoy designing items that have a purpose - 
for example the pyjama cases and toilet roll covers are fun but have 
a useful function, too. It can take a lot of work building the cuteness 
factor into the patterns and I re-design some pieces over and over 
until they are just right and easy enough to be re-created by other 
knitters. 

A lot of your patterns are available as both leaflets and PDF 
downloads. Why do you think it's important to offer both 
options for your customers? 

I started by just selling leaflets, but after a 
few months I realised my customers also 
wanted PDF files, and both are equally as 
popular. Some customers mix and match 
- for example, some knitters buy leaflets, 
but may buy a download to use on a 
tablet when they go on holiday to save 
space. Leaflets are the traditional way 
to buy a knitting pattern; a PDF 
download is an instant purchase and there is 
something nice about getting started straight away.

We chat with Tanis Gray about her latest 
book and her prolific career in knitting 



S he's had over 400 patterns published, her sixth book Wanderlust is about to hit 
the shelves, and she even has her own regular spot on the American show Knitting 
Daily TV. After facing a difficult choice between applying for an academic course 
or following her heart and studying something more creative, it's clear that Tanis Gray 
has certainly made the right decision! We recently caught up with her to find out just 
how she got started in the field and what tips she has for other aspiring designers. 





I learned to knit when I was 8 years old. 

My mum used to knit in the past 
and wanted to make me a mauve 
mohair sweater - while she 
reacquainted herself with knitting, 
she taught me at the same time. 

As soon as I learnt how to cast on 
and work garter stitch, I was off 
and running, instantly addicted. 



When I was applying for 
further education, I had a 
great internal struggle over 
whether to attend a regular 
university or apply for a more 
specialized art school. I asked 
myself to choose between a field 
that might make me a lot of 
money but would have zero 
creativity, or a field that might not 
make me rich or famous but I could 
be creative and use that force to 
make things for other people, and 
suddenly I had my answer. I love 
that I come from a long line of 
knitters and crocheters and that my 
ancestors long ago probably felt the 
same way as they watched 
something beautiful come off their 
needles. I feel a constant need to 
create and it never seems to 
be satiated. 



I have a new book out called 
Wanderlust, and I'm so excited 
about it! It s a collection of almost 
50 designs all created using 
superwash yarn. The first time I saw 
one of my books on a bookshelf, 

I jumped up and down with 
excitement! Seeing an idea you 
hatched come to fruition and be available to 



knitters everywhere is astounding. 



My well of inspiration has 
never run dry - it's time that 
seems to do that instead! 

There are never enough 
hours in the day. I love using 
blogging as a way to reach 
knitters who are in the far 
corners of the world. I treat 
my blog as a conversation 
Tm having with my readers, 
and I share with them 
interesting articles, ideas, 
inspiration and stories about 
my crafting life. I want 
people to read each post and 
think, “wow, I didn’t know 
that,”or “I really want to try 
that technique.”

If you're an aspiring knitter 
or designer just starting out, 
my advice is always the same:

Some 
people go through a design 
rejection and give up. Imagine 
how the world would be if 



everyone gave up on their 
ideas and doing what they 
love on the first go around.
